F o r the first 28 days of Janu ary, 
total snowfall during the month 
measured 6.2 inches, of which 9.4 
inches ft ll on Jan u ary 5. 
The 
month of December produced even 
less snow, only 1.8 inches, which 
is hardly enough to make a good 
snowball light. 
There were 5.6 
inches of snow in December and 
only a trace in October. 
Last winter, not an unusually 
heavy year in the m atter of snow­ 
fall, produced 4 2 inches of snow 
and the previous w inter only 33, 
hut the 1940-41 season totalled 
80 inches. 
Tile records show con­ 
siderably more snow during tho 
period from 1915 on for this lo­ 
cality. on the average, than In the 
previous years, contrary to the 
stories told by old settlers who 
talk about the years of the hie 
snowfalls “ ' way back in the 80’s.” 
The w inter of 1909 did produce 
11 4 inches of snow, which makes
